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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. In view of amended claims and further search, claims 1-8, 17-26, 28, 31 and 32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record does 
not fairly teach or suggest selecting localized tuning data based on signal strength for a plurality of 
available frequencies having a signal reception area corresponding to at least one of said plurality of 
reception areas, said localized tuning data corresponding to signals having several broadcast forms; 
arranging said localized tuning data by subject content categories associated with said plurality of 
available frequencies and geographic areas corresponding to each of said plurality of reception areas; 
selecting localized content information from said arranged localized tuning data when said system 
moves to a new reception area among said plurality of reception areas, said selected localized content 
information comprising a plurality of localized content-specific frequencies corresponding to said user- 
selected content category information and said new reception area, and said selected localized 
content information further comprising a description of specific broadcast format information for each 
of said plurality of localized content-specific frequencies. 

Therefore, claims 1-8, 17-26, 28, 31 and 32 are allowed.
